THE 
CHIMNEY. 


With More Kapeolltl Reference to Drain 
Pipe and Tomato Can Chimneys. 


"Speaking of chimneys,'' said an old 
soldier, "the chimney snoh as one not 
infrequently sees made of glazed drain 
pipe always interests me greatly. We've 
seen snoh chimneys run up ontsfde of 
shanties, and we've seen them 
carried 
from the tops of chimneys over to the 
side wall of some muoh higher building 
erected next door and thence on upward 
above the top of i t 
There is one thing 
about these drain pipe ohimneys that al­ 
ways surprises me very much, and that 
is that they stack 'em up with 
the 
flange end of the seotions up. 
I never 
saw one bnilt the other way. 
I never 
could understand this. 
I suppose the 
pipe is usually set up with cement or 
mortar in the joints, but I should think 
those upturned flanges would catch all 
the rain, and that it would work down 
the pipes, and that frost would get in 
there in winter and all that. 
I should 
think it would be immensely better to 
stack 'em np with the smooth end at the 
top, and I don't know why they don't 
do it.

simple form of cylindrical chimney is 
due to a more intimate 
acquaintance 
with and a great affection 
for another 
kind of cylindrical chimney, one more 
simple in form and construction. 
I re­ 
fer to the tomato can chimney. Emblem 
of domestic peace and comfort as the 
chimney undoubtedly is, it is n6t always 
so, and the tomato" oan ohimney, per­ 
haps more than any other, characterizes 
the livelier vicissitudes of life. 
I know 
that my own first acquaintance with the 
tuuiatu can ubiiuney Was iu the army 
in time of war. 
And yet even there it 
has some flavor of peace about it, for 
we never had one except at times when 
we were more or less settled in oamp 
and were within reach of a settler. 


"And the tomato oan chimney is by 
no means confined 
to army life. 
It is 
built by hunters and campers out, by 
squatters and pioneers and by early set­ 
tlers in new regions pending the build­ 
ing of a more substantial chimney, and 
so I suppose it may be said of the ohim­ 
ney, after all, that wherever it may be 
set up and of whatever it may be con­ 
structed it has about the same savor of 
the heartbstona "—New York Sun.
